The other Particular propoſed in 
your Letter is concerning the Marris 
age of a Daughter to one that Profeſſeth 
the Proteſtant Religion, but having-bad 
Popiſh Parents, may be ſuſpefted (though 
be deny it) to be that way indined. The 
relolution whereof (as of moſt other 
Caſes and Praftical Queſtions) will de- 
peng very.much upon the confidera- 
tion of Circumſtances, whereunto be- 
ing alcogether a ſtanger , I am leſle 
able to give Judgement in the Caſe 
with any certainty; only in order 
to the reſolution of the Queſtion , 
theſe (to my underſtanding) ſeem to 
be the moſt proper and important 
Enquiries. 

Firſt, Whether the Parents of the 
oung Perſon beliving or no, one or 
as h? if both be dead, the temptati- 
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ons from them (which in ſuch Cafes 
are wont to prevail very much) are 
their Death clearly ſuperſeded; and 
then the danger is by ſo much leſle : 
but if gicher be living, there.can be 
litle ſecurity of the Sons continuance 
in the Proteſtants belief, (notwith» 
ſanding his preſent profeſſion there- 
of) when. he ſhall be aſſaulted wich 
the whole authority of them to whom 
he oweth reverence. & <4 
Secondly, With what degree of con» 
fidence, and with what kind of fſeye- 
rations he profeſſeththe one, and denieth 
the other Religion ; for although they 
char out of deſign put on a counterfeit 
vizer, uſe all the art they can'to diſſem- 
ble it; yer very {e|ldom can it be done 
ſo cunningly, waringly, and conſtantly, 
but chat at ſometime or other, the di/- 
fimulation will unawares bewray it ſelf 
to the eye of a carioue obſerver. 
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Thirdy , What meaſure of 'under- 
ſtanding the young Perſon (whois 
you ſay of great Abilities for his Age) 
hath in the Fundamental Articles ot the 
Chriſtian Religion; thole I mean;wheres 
in the Engliſh and Romiſh Churohes are 
at ayreement, forin thoſe the ſubſtance 
of Chriſtianity conſiſterh ; he that right»
